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Carter to assist with Haiti elections

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — Former President Jimmy 
Carter, who averted a U.S. invasion by persuading 
Haiti’s military leaders to step down, 
arrived Thursday to work on the next step | 
in Haiti’s experiment with democracy. 

Carter said he planned to help prepare 
for peaceful elections and assess progress 
on security and economic issues. Carter 
oversaw the December 1990 presidential 
election that Jean-Claude Aristide won by 
a landslide. 

The next major democratic test for Haiti 
is scheduled for June 4, when the first 
round of legislative and local elections 
takes place. Presidential elections are set 
for December. 

Carter, accompanied by his wife, 
Rosalyn, was to be joined Friday by Sen. 
Sam Nunn, D-Ga., and retired Gen. Colin 
Powell, former chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. All three were instrumental last fall in 
inducing the departure of Haiti’s military leadership, 
leading to the unopposed arrival of the U.S.-led multina- 
tional force. 

They will meet with Aristide, Haitian government offi- 
cials and political party leaders. Also on the agenda dur- 
ing Carter’s three-day visit is a review of the internation-

al aid effort in Haiti. 

Carter’s visit coincides with a scaling down of U.S. 
forces from a peak of 21,000 troops to 3,000 by the end 
of the month. 

Americans are expected to comprise 
slightly less than half of a 6,000-member 
U.N. force that takes over from the 
American-led force on March 31. 

Aristide’s government didn’t send a 
representative to greet Carter at the air- 
port, and someone had painted red graffiti 
n a square in the capital demanding that 


have saved thousands of lives, some 
Haitians resent the fact that Haiti’s mili- 
tary rulers were allowed to stay in power 
for almost a month and then leave for 
exile. 

Lt. Gen. Raoul Cedras and Brig. Gen.

Carter was upbeat as he stepped from the plane. 

“T’ve always been welcomed when I return to Haiti - 
this time by President Aristide, who invited us to come, 
and also, I understand, by a graffiti artist who in red paint 
wrote words of welcome,” Carter said with a smile.

Bullets fly only 4 blocks from BYU

A house four blocks from BYU was 
the target of two drive-by shootings 
Wednesday night, according to Provo 
Police records. 

The first shooting occurred at about 
9 p.m. at 1131 E. Cedar Ave. in 
Provo, said Provo Police Capt. 
George Pierpont. 

The suspect fled from the scene 
after the first bullet was shot through 
a front window of the house and 
lodged in a wall, Pierpont said. 

After a resident of the house learned 
that the suspect planned to return, the 
resident waited in bushes across the 
street, Pierpont said. 

When the suspect returned for a sec- 
ond shooting, the individual hiding in

the bushes shot four or five rounds at 
the fleeing car, according to police. 

The mother of the family living in 
the house asked that her name not be 
released and declined to comment 
because she wasn’t sure exactly what 
happened or why her house and fami- 
ly had been the target of a shooting.

‘Spying allegations against U.S. backfire 


PARIS — The disclosure of spying allegations against U.S. diplomats back- 
-fired Thursday on Premier Edouard Balladur. His foreign minister said he was 
“scandalized” by the leak, and political rivals claimed ‘he was trying to divert 
atténtion from his troubled presidential campaign. 

“It?s a campaign maneuver,” said Philippe Vasseur, a backer of rival conserv- 
ative candidate Jacques Chirac. “They were trying to create a smoke screen.” 

Many critics said the disclosure needlessly damaged French-American rela- 
tions at a time when the two allies already have many economic and diplomatic 
differences. 

» Critics also noted the story was leaked to a newspaper as Balladur’s lead in 
=the presidential race evaporated amid a wiretapping scandal and other woes. 

‘Le Monde newspaper reported Wednesday that five Americans - including 

-four diplomats - have been asked to leave France for allegedly conducting 
political, military and economic espionage for the CIA. Among them, French 
“ officials say, is the CIA station chief. 
U.S. officials called the charges unwarranted and expressed amazement that 
» they were made public.

Studies show that young women 
who grow up in abusive homes tend 
to get involved in abusive relation- 
ships as adults and boys that grow up 
in violent homes tend to become 
abusers themselves. 

“Sixty-five percent of the children 
who witness abuse in their homes 
grow up to be the victim or the perpe- 
trator,” Stuart said. 

“The 35 percent that don’t, have a 
clearer and more detailed memory of 
their own abuse.” 

Many children who live in abusive 
homes are not able to distinguish 
between their own abuse and that of 
others, Stuart said. They tend to take 
personal responsibility for all the 
abuse they experience instead of dis- 
tancing themselves from the abuse

The European media need to reach 
out to their audience instead of spoon 
feeding them American programs, 
said the executive director of one of 
the United Kingdom’s eleven inde- 
pendent television stations Thursday 
_ morning. 

“As the media proliferates through 
the different mediums and more chan- 
nels are added to the spectrum, I don’t 
want it to be controlled by govern- 
mént or big business,” said James L. 
Graham, chief executive and deputy 
chairman of Border Television. 

“I want the individual and commu- 
nity and family groupings to have a 
say in what is in the media.” 

Graham spoke at a joint College of 
Fine Arts and Communications and 
David M. Kennedy Center sympo- 
sium in the de Jong Concert Hall. 

Graham’s station has received sever- 
al intérnational awards, including the 
Béffroi d’Or from the Prime Minister 
of: France for his work with regional 
television. 

“T have always believed that reflect- 
ing the daily life of a community, on 
issues which that community could 
influence, was vital in creating a com- 
prehensible human dimension to the 
eléctronic medium,” he said.

The seventh-ranked Cougars will 
attempt to continue the aggravation 
the Bruins have come to expect from 
BYU.

the need for compassion, self-sacrifice, and 
forgiveness in the transmission of religious 
beliefs to people of other cultures. 


How do non-Christian cultures, such as 
that of Japan, respond to Western-world 
Christianity? Shusaku Endo, contemporary 
Japan’s foremost Christian author, has 
described his acceptance of Christianity as 
the donning of an ill-sized Western suit of 
clothing, and his literary career as an 
attempt to re-tailor that suit to fit his 
Japanese body. 

In novels.such as Silence (1966) and 
The Samurai (1980), Endo explores the 
cultural and spiritual clashes between East 
and West as self-assured Christian mis- 
sionaries bring their message of universal 
salvation to a country that one of Endo’s 
characters has described as a “mud 
swamp.”

State historical society accepting 
Utah history and heritage awards

The Utah State Historical Society is 
accepting award nominations for indi- 
viduals who have significantly con- 
tributed to Utah history.

Fatal shooting raises questions 
about hate crimes, vigilantism

Questions about hate-crimes-against 
Hispanics have been raised after-a Los 
Angeles resident’s late-night stroll on 
Jan. 31 ended in the fatal shooting of 
one Hispanic youth and the wounding 
of another. 

According to a USA Today report, 
William Masters II fired at Cesar 
Arce, 18, who died in the incident, 
and David Hillo, 20, after catching 
them spraying graffiti and being fol- 
lowed by them. Prosecutors dropped 
the charges against Masters, but 
weeks later controversy over whether 
or not the shootings were justified 
threatens to polarize the community. 

Enrique Arevalo, president of the 
Mexican-American Bar Association 
of Los Angeles County, said the inci- 
dent is not an isolated one. 

“It happens more often than we 
think,” Arevalo said. “The only reason 
(this one) became news worthy is 
because the media decided toepoint it 
out. There’s a community out there 
that feels preferential prosecution 
exists in certain cases. If it had been 
the other way around, if the ‘vigi- 
lante’ had been a Latino and the vic- 
tims white, there would have been 
murder-one charges filed. 

Such incidents may be part of a 
growing trend of racism under guise 
of vigilantism and law enforcement, 
said Danilo Becerra, of Moreno, 
Becerra, and Guerrero, the legal firm 
representing Hillo. 

Even Utah is not immune to hate 
crimes, including crimes against 
Hispanics, although the number is 
small. 

Carolyn Parker, a research analyst 
for the Utah Bureau of Criminal 
Identification, said that out of 76 reg- 
istered “hate crimes” in 1993, eight 
involved anti-Hispanic bias and at 
least one occurred in the BYU area. 

“It’s important to know that the Hate 
Crimes Act was passed in mid-1992, 
and the agencies which prepared the 
(1993) figures were not yet familiar 
with the concept,” she said. “So the 
actual number of hate crimes is prob- 
ably larger than reported.” 

Arevalo said that MABA, estab- 
lished in 1959, is part of a national 
network working for “the advance- 
ment of Latinos in the legal profes- 
sion and enpowerment of the Latino 
community through service and advo- 
cacy.” 

“There are so few of us in the legal 
profession, in comparison to other 
ethnic groups and to our proportion of 
the population,” he said. 

“We have to make politicians more 
accountable to the interests of the 
community, and the fact that no 
charges were filed shows that we also 
need more communication with law 
enforcement,” Arevalo said. 


Becerra said Arce was shot in the 
back, not the chest as originally 
reported, and Hillo was wounded in 
the backside. 

“There are significant differences 
between what we are finding out and 
what was reported to the press,” he 
said. 

“Some of Master’s remarks indicat- 
ed a certain amount of bias and insen- 
sitivity,’ Becerra said. “And one of his 
employers indicated he had an almost 
fanatical obsession with graffiti tag- 
gers. The prosecutor, Garcetti, has 
indicated he will reopen the case if we 
can find new evidence.”

He wrote their license 
number down, and they grabbed the 
paper out of his hand. As he walked 
away, he felt threatened, turned and 
fired. 

“The only difference between his 
and Hillo’s story is that he claims 
Hillo asked him for his wallet and 
Hillo denies that. Hillo concurred 
with everything else,” she said.

Maple Mountain rehabilitation plan}

The Spanish Fork Ranger District is 
looking for volunteers to help with a 
restoration plan on Maple Mountain 
near Spanish Fork to rehabilitate the 
devastated area after last year’s Trojan 
II fire. 

The first part of a two-part restora- 
tion plan begins March 11. 

Volunteers will be needed from 9 
a.m. until | p.m. to plant shrubs on 
the mountain. 

The group will learn how fire affects 
shrub ecosystems and how it helps 
restore food sources for wildlife, said 
May Franklin, human resources coor- 
dinator. 

The activity will supply Maple 
Mountain with 8,000 new shrubs to 
replace vegetation burned in last 
year’s fire at Trojan Corp. explosives 
plant. 

The fire burned 2,950 acres and dis- 
rupted the wildlife’s habitat and diet, 
Franklin said. 

The fire started Sept. 11 at the 
Trojan site and was finally put out 
Sept. 14. It cost the Forest Service 
$649,000, said Loyal Clark, public 
affairs officer for the Uinta National 
Forest. 

An investigation determined the 
cause of the fire is still unknown, 
Clark said. 

Residents of Spanish Fork ques- 


tioned whether the chemical plant was 
responsible. 

Some of the affects of the fire that 
will be discussed are how wildlife 
habitat and water sources were dis- 
rupted, Clark said. 

Volunteers will also learn about how 

. the fire destroyed vegetative cover, 
and how the fire changed the ecosys- 
tem.
